. These students Aad to see ad: 
Tisera, revise a iehedule and pre- 
sent it to room 20 5 in the Union. 
And the long line there, so much 
a part of conversation the laiM 
tew days, frustrated many. 

Gerritz said if the line had 
hetn anticipated, students could 
be^^plted by ttue advisers to re- 
port to SOS ieeorouii to an 
alphabetical schedale, thtts 
shortening the line. 

LBNOTHKirUfO the line were 
2,000 students who had not pre- 
enroUed, and who thus had to 
complete the same process as 
those whose schedules the coin-' 
pater rejected. 

Although classes began today, 
students who have not yet re- 
solved their schedule prohlems 
will not be attendinR them. Many 
are to pick up their schedules 
today.^ Officials said thoHc with- 
out schedules will not be penal- 
ised for misstng classes. 

Foi" the spring semester a list- 
ing of single courses, those 
courses that meet at only one 
time, will he given the student 
when he pre-enrolls, Gerritz said. 

GEKItrrz indicated profes- 
sors' names may also be printed 
with these courses in the line 
schedule. 

Student senators and other 
aroused students expressed con- 
cern last spring when the admis- 
sions office announced no line 



schedule would be available. 
Oerrlts said Wednesday he 

realized last April that a pro- 
gram using a line schedule' for 
single secUaii eoaiMS woidd^be 
more efficient. 

BIT BY THAT time pre^n- 
rolhnenl had been completed, 
and to initiate the line schedule 
would have required complete 
re-advisement. Using a line 
schedule will eliminate conflicts 
of two single-section courses.

New computer cards then were 
pulled and run through the "ma- 
chine" to be either rejected or 
retained and a schedule printed. 

"I spent four hours seeing my 
adviser and pulling new cards," 
a business administraticoi senior 
said Tttesdsy as he waited In a 
growing line of aggravated stu- 
dents on the ftecond floor of the 
Union. 

"AFTER RE-DOI7fG my en- 
tire schedule, I sUll have a con- 
flict," be continued. "Now, my 
cards are going to be run 
through the computer the way 
they are. My schedule will be 
completely unusable when it 
eomes out, bnt m aivMr will 



later reassign me to classes that 
I can attond." 
'*As fsr as I'm concerned," the 

senior said, "the computer en- 
rollment process is a complete 
waste of time and effort." 
A MBNIOR CORD echoed his 

feelings, "Everybody's hacked at 
somebody," she said. "A small

Money raised by the founda- 
tion is used tor trainlns facili- 
ties at the ranch, scholarships, 
trips and other projeeta. It alao 
finances a Journal. 

The ranch began In 1948 with 
the donation of a 350 acre farm. 
It was a unique farm with its 
spring water and eztenslTe 
forested area. Since that time 
more than one million dollars 
has been invested in the ranch 
to provide living, water and 
sewage facilities. 

ALTHOUGH THE ranch was 
developed as a i-H leadership 
training center, the taelUties are 
available to church, youth or 
social groups. 

Church groups often use the 
facilitii's us (In tlic m:inv colli ''cs 



and nnlversftlss in the state for 
their staffs and students. Btx- 
tension-4-H M^ounted for it per- 
cent of the groups schedkiled last 

year, but these included 4I.S per- 
cent of the total partidpatlon. 
Churches and schools each ac- 
counted for about 3000 partici- 
pants last year against more than 
SOOO for Bxtenslon IrM. 

In 1961, 6.559 participants 
registered at the ranch. That 
figure nearly doubled in 1966 
when 12,301 registered. Officials 
expect about 14,400 gUMts thte 
year. 

THIS SUMMER the camp al- 
ready has served about 81,000 
meals. The ranch is open the 
year around however, and the 
number of operating days per 
year has risen as additional fa- 
ciUUes are added. 

Camp facilities Include a 
health center, Williams Dining 
Hall with a capacity of 400 in 
the dining area and 600 In a 
basement auditorium, a wilder- 
ness camping area with two sites, 
an open air conference building 
called the Collegiate Shelter, an 
amphitheater, aad an arts and 
crafts .^eenter. 

A swimming pool and horse 
Htabi» stocked with about 20 
Palomino horses are available 



Is nearby. The camp also has a 
rifle ranse and archery nuica.

Goodwin Says 
Administrcdion 
Lies, Deceives 



WASHUfOTON (UPI) — A for- 
mer White House speeeh-writer 
End special MSlstant to two 
Presidents charges the admini- 
stration at times has tried pur- 
posely to "deceive" Americans 
about U.S. policy in Viet Nam. 

Richard Goodwin, onetime 
aide to Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, said although many of 
the administration's statements 
and speeches on Viet Nam are 
"sincere and well-iaeaatag," 
some are "intended to deceive 
. . . and a deliberate lie and dis- 
tortion.'*. 

Goodwin, now a fellow at 
weeleyan University's Center for 
Advanced Studies, made the ac- 
cnsatloo Saturday la a speech 
before the National Board of 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion (ADA). He called for erea- 
tfoa of a BOB-partlsan "aatloaal 
committee against widening the 
war " in Viet Nam.

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Auditorium Prospects Bloom; 
Bids To Be Let in November 



A new auditorium for K- 
State, which has been without 
one since January 1964, seemed 
closer to reality Tuesday. 

Randolph Olngrteh. physical . 
plant director, announced Tues- 
day that bids for construction of 
.the auditorium and its attached 
music wing are to he let in mid- 
November. ^ 

Previously, K-State officials 
expected bid-letting to begin in 
January 1967. but-drawtng plans 
are ahead of scht'duliv 

Oingrlch said that working 
drawings for the auditorium 
structure should be completed 
by November. 

The new auditorium will he 
built on the approximate site of 
the old one, be said, adding that 
boundaries for the foundation 
have already been staked out. 

If bids are let In November, 
construction could begin possibly 
after the first of the year, ac- 
cording to Oingrlch. That would 

be nearly three years after the 
original auditorium burned on 
Jan. 15. 1964. 

K-State officials, however, be- 
gan working on plans for an 
auditorium long before the 
"barn" burned. 

In ISes. the state legislature 
appropriated $1.3 million for a 
new structure and appointed as- 
sociate architect Floyd Wolfen- 
berger. Manhattan, to the pro- 
ject. 

Other university aduiloriums 
were studied and cost estimates 
were set at |2.S million for the 
proposed building. In April 
iy05 the legislature appropri- 
ated $2.8 million, and six audi- 
torium sub-committees began 
working out plans. 

The prc)|)(>s<'(l a iidiioi in in will 
seat 1.80U and is designed as an 
"all-purpose" facility. Variable 
acoustical arrangfnicnls will al- 
low performances by orchestras, 
theater groups, small singing 
groups, and other musical pro- 
ductions. 

Tentative costs for the audi- 
torium and attached music wing 
have been set at more than IS 
million, officials said. However, 
funds for construction of the 
musle wing ar« amUahle tbrough 



the Higher Education Facilities 

Act 

The music wing, the first 
phase of a larger music facilities 
building plan, will include teach- 
ing rooms, office and music 
library on the first level. Re- 
hearsal rooms and storage space 
will till the second level. 

Additional music facilities in 
another wing will be hullt later. 



according to music department 
officials. 

Since the auditorium burned, 
music faelUtlee have been lo- 
cnted in various buildings on 
campus, wilh drama facilities in 
Bast Stadium.

An unannounced change by 

the history department which 
limits lower level courses to 
freshmen and sophomores is 
posing problems tor juniors and 
seniors already enrolled In the 
courses.

rolled In 100-800 level history 
loursfri found Monday, when 
some were barred from attend- 
ing class, that they would have 
to be reassigned to 600-700 level 
courses. 

It was the first that many of 
the students, or their advisers, 
knew {«f the change. 

The change mainly affeets 
History of Western Civilisation 
and U.S. History Survey oonrsmi. 
both of which were previously 
open to all class levels. 

ROBERT BROWDBR, head of 
the history department, said 
.Monday the change*< were to be 
included in the new General 
Catalogue, which has not been 
printed. 

Hrowder said the change, 
which went into effect Ibis 
semester, was made because 
"seniors, as a rule, are more 
advanced intellectually than 
freshmen. It would be unfair lo 
put seniors in the same low-level 
course with freshmen." 

I'itKKKQl'lHITKH have been 
removed from the advanced his- 
tory courses. Browder said, so 
that juniors and seniors who 
have had no history courses may 
be anrolled In than. 



"There Is no reason why a 
senior, even if he hasn't had 
any history courses, cannot do 
well in the higher numbered' 
courses," he said, "StudenU 
Just underestimate their ability.

To hold down costs and at the same time provide 
better instruction, colleges increasingly are pool- 
ing resources in joint ventures ranging from shar- 
ing libraries to allowing students actually to at- 
tend classes at another institution. 

TBS OOVERNMENT and eoiJf^p foundations are 
encouraging the trend by - Javorlng sucli yenturei 
with'grants 'and reiearcfc contracts. 

A prime example of the trend is the Committee 
on Institutional Cooperation (CIO), based at Pur- 
due University, of which the Big Ten schools and 
the University of Chicago are a part. 

THE CIC, perhaps the most advanced such inter- 



institution cooperative, has as one of its chief aims 
the broadening of graduate study opportunities as 
cheaply as possible. One of the latest projects is a 
facility called a biotron being built at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin's Madison campus. It la a build- 
ing In which temperature, humidity and olher con- 
ditions can be precisely controlled to penult study 
of the effects of climate on humana. 

The biotron will cost $6 million — a project most 
universities would consider too ambitious. The 
Wisconsin facility will be used by CIC members and 
the cost shared by all.

A notice in the first Collegian for 1951 
informed students that their paper would 
be available at five distribution points fol- 
lowing the 2 p.m. classes. (Collegian dis- 
tribution points have nearly trippled in the 
16. years that have passed. The time at 
which the papers are available also has 
been improved. The Collegian is to be de- 
livered during the noon hour although dif- 
ficulties have prevented this, lately.) 



Students with traffic violaiioa tickfts 
were given an opportunity to air their com- 
plaints to a committee of assistant deans. 
The innovation was added in the summer of 
1946. Instead of fines, first violations 
brought a letter from the Judicial admin- 
istrators. For the second violation proba- 
tion was the penalty. The third ticket called 
for a pledge from the student that he would 
not drive on campus for the remainder of 
the year. For the fourth violation, it was 
said that the student would be dismissed 
fyom the University.

As for the 3,113 who became computer re- 
jects this summer, they will be happy to 
know that the registrar's office believes the 
Ortwr Paperspre-registratlon program was a success even 
though only two-ihirds of the total number 
Say ... of Indents who applied were accepted. 

According to the registrar's office the 
program would have been even more successful if the 
more than 2,000 students who could not avail themselves 
of the program had done so. 

Personal observation leads the State Press to believe 
this might not have been soon. Among the one-third of 
the students who were rejected certain problems were 
noted. Students were placed in labs but not the accom- 
panying classes and vice versa. . 

While we appreciate the difficulties involved in giving 
preference to upperclassmen and working students, the 
problem of class capacity is one which must be rectified 
if we are to have a truly successful pre-reglstration pro- 
gram. 

Too many students were rejected during pre-registration 
only to find an over-abundance of class cards awaiting 
them last week. Almost five-sinths of the students eligible 
for pre-registration took advantage of it, according to the 
registrar's office, but we doubt seriously if a proportionate 
number of cards were available for the desired classes. 

This has been the second year of a pre-registration here 
and the first year the University has worked computers 
especially designated for this project. We believe the 
system has been of some benefit and will be of much 
benefit in the future. The problems are not those of the 
system but of outside influence.

And with the 
privilege 'comes the responsibility to be fair in respect 
to other persons' rights.

Omitting material is not au infringe- 
ment on freedom of the press. All state- 
ments which the editor knows are false, 
or which reflect bad taste and bad judg- 
ment are subject to questioning.

Although he did not play as 
a senior in high school, be still 
received over ;J0 scholarship of- 
fers. Among them were bids 
from Army, Air Force, KV, and 
Nebraska. He said, "I pirkod 
K-State because of tbe coaching 
staff and their drive to build ft 
team. The coaching staff is the 
best; they're the kind of coaches 
you want to work for." 

Lankas fought his way back 
from his injury with determin- 
ation and hard work, tbe same 
determination and hard work 
that gained him a spot m first 
team fullback on the frt'shman 
team.

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Psychiatric Service Assists Hosts Nigerian Doctor 

Troubled Students, Faculty 



Piyehoanalysfs Is and baa al 
ways been greatly misanderstood 
by many people, B. S. Lacy, 
itndvBt kMlth ptjrehtetTlst, 
Mid. 

Paychiatric services now ar« 
being offered by a staff of three 
at Student Healtti. Many facul- 
ty and Btndent^ here and at 
other universities have been 
helped with treatmenta, includ- 
tag some form of psychoanalysis, 
Lacy said. 

ONE MISCONCEPTION of 
this Freudian-founded theory is 
It promotes the practice of blam- 
ing one's -troubles on someone 
elM, preferably one's parents. 
Psychoanalysists are actually 
Just getting their patients to 
realize the importance of tbolr 
cbUdbood, L«4y explained. 

"Whether we realise It or not, 
moat of us unconsciously at trib- 
ute. our troubles to our parents, 
he continued. 

"AOOORDING TO Freud, the 
goal of life is not to act morally 
but to fTM onnrtves of snUt," 



Hobart Howrer, professor of 
psychology at the Univeratty of 
Illinois, said. 

"Many authorities show that 
Freud was actually a very nmrul 
man, in some cases too moral," 
L«^ replied. 

ANOTHER complatnt is that 
the eott of treatments is out- 
rageoQS, Lacy said. "Actually 
psychoanalysistf! do not make 
more money. They spend more 
time with their patients than 
regular physicians and have at 
least three more years of train- 
ing than the psychiatric special- 
ist. Therefore they ask more to 
make tbeir wages comparable 
with other doetort," he explain- 
ed. 

Psychoanalysists are interest- 
ed in more efficient methods 
which would shorten treatment 
time and cut costs for tbeir p«- 
tients. Lacy said. 

PATlENTfl OOMPL,4IN that 
after thousands of dollars and 
hours of torturing treatment 
they still are not cured. H. J.

HARSH FOUND that the orna- 
ment appeared on guard shakos 
until 1914 indicating that the 
busby may have befn worn dur- 
ing the reign of either Queen 
Victoria, Edward VII, or George 
V.

manage fall-out shelters on 
campus, will begin about the 
first week of October, Norman 
Harold, coordinator. Office of 
Contracts and Grants at K-State, 
said today. 

The shelter managers, to be 
selected from faculty and ad- 
ministrators, will be trained to 
supervise 18 University build- 
ings which provida rmdlatlon 
protection. 
- During an emergency, the 
cam II us shelters can house more 
than 20,000 persons. 

About 100 additfonal person- 
nel later will lie trained to as- 
sist shelter managers, 

MANAGERS and assistants 
will receive similar 16-bour 
training courses taught by civil 
defense Hpeciallsts of the K- 
State continuing education de- 
partment. 

Harold said plans also are 
underway with Manhattan of- 
ficials for University civil de- 
fense personnel to instruct man- 
agers who would supervise off- 
campus shtftera for ^ rMl- 
dents. 

Manager trainees and the as» 
sistant will study such things as 
shelter organisation and staf- 
fing, effects of unclear weapons, 
basic shielding theory, radiation 
detection as it pertains to nu-' 
clear attack and shelter supplies. 

A*r PRI<]8ENT, the majority 
of the shelter areas on campus 
are stocked with radiation de- 
tection instruments, medical 
and sanitation supplies, emer- 
gency tools, food and water.

The two have been tentatively 
Identified as transient workers 
and have been In the Manhattan 
area for less than two weeks. 

THE SHOOTING occurred at 
7:16 a.m. today ia the parking 
area in the Bine HUls shopping 
center. An eye witness said tho 
two approached the parking area 
in separate cars. The woman 
was said to have left her ear and 
approached a pnblie telovhono 
booth. 

The witness said the man fol- 
lowed the woman and after a 
short struggle the woman was 
shot. 

According to Dr. Phillip Hos- 
tettor, oonnty coroner, the wo- 
Buui died lastaatljr of a small 
calibre gunshot wooad in th» 
area of the heart. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT offl- 
elals wen on their wajr to the 
scene shortly after the Incident 
started. The man was said to 
have placed the woman's body 
in his car and driven north on 
K-13 towards Tuttle Creek 
State Park. 

Riley County sheriff's officers 
and Manhattan police overtook 
the man in the Vista Acres resi- 
dential area on the west side of 
the lake. He offered no resist^ 
anee, offleers said. Barly re-

was aoae. 

McDormett, about 50, Is being 
questioned by law enforcement 
officials. No charges have been 
filed In the incident.

U.S. Raises Airpower 
Stationed in Thailand 



WASHINGTON (UPT) — The 
United States, shariily expanding 
Its airpower for Viet Nam war, 
has boosted the number of war- 
planes stationed in Thailand by 
about 50 per cent la raeeht 
weeks. 

Nearly all the planes — ^now 

totaling about 275 — onerate from 
bases in Thailand on bombing, 
reeonnalssanee and related mis- 
sions over Coininunist North 
Viet Nam and the Ho Chi Minh 
trail in "neutral" l<aos. 

MOHK THAN 30.000 U.S. 
troops are now in Thailand, most 
of thfin in the Air Force. 

The Thai-based operations are 
conducted in a sort of semi- 
secrecy, with neithi;r Washinj;- 
ton nor Uangkok acknowledging 
anything. This is mainly because 
of diplomatic touchiness rather 
than military security.

The oath also la imfblr, and its uncon- 
stitutionality lies in Its assumption that 
anyone not signing is subversive. 

THE OATH is a direct violation of In- 
dividual rights granted to ail U.S. citizens 
—including even state employes— by the 
II.S. Constitution. 

Each citizen has the right to refuse to 
testify against himself and Is to be accorded 
due process of law. Requiring a person to 
sign the oath violates both rights.

Storybook Castle Preserved 



"Whdre is tb^ room with the 
sabers and swdi^?" curious 

children often ask Mr, and Mrs. 
J. O. Richards owners of Kimble 
Ca«U«. 2001 Poynii. 

LOOKING I.IKK a storybook 
castle, this home Is built of 
limestone with the medieval roof 
of alternating blocks of stone 
and space. Several layers of 
flowerbeds, along a stone wall, 
extend from the stone arch way 
to the back of the house. 

A stable, blacksmith forge, 
caretaker's cottage, and "wish- 
ing welt" complete this setting. 

THK TAHTLK, built by Judge 
Kimble, was begun in 1894 and 
finished In 1804 according to 
dates on the woM turret of the 
V)uildlng. 

The turrets also are inscribed 
with the name "Castle Kimble" 
and the symbols of the Masonic 
Lodge. 

THK lilMISSTONfi was quar- 
ried from the bill across the 

street Mrs. Richards said. Horte 
and wagon and a small railroad 
track and car carried the stone, 
she explained 

The Richards have owned the 
castle since 1940 and lived there 
since 1948. Only one other fam- 
ily besides the Kimbles have 
livt d thi>rc. 

"Thi; former family and we 
have tried very hard to preserve 
the piucts including the flowtTH." 
MrH. Uicluinis said. "1 know 
the pfoiiifs 11 long the wall are 
the originals. We counted 44 
different varieties of Irises." 

TIIKItK AltK fifteen n.omH in- 
cluding large hallways in the 
house. Large chimneys are in 
each oT tlU' rormis. "TJif .^plit- 
li'vel t'ft't'cl of thf house is un- 
usual for the period It was built 
In. 

Possibly this happened be- 
cause of till' two periods in 
which separate levels of the 
house were built," Mrs. Richards 
explained. 

The furniture is much like 
that of any other older house, 
including an air conditioner and 
television. Hut the original 
dark woodwork and delicate 
antique lamps still remain. 

THE STABLB once equipped 
to house and feed horses has 
been converted to car stalls. The

Sandwick Package Evolves 
After Nine-year Experiment 



A complication developed 

whm the K-Statc linioii Food 
service bought its first vending 
machine about nine years ago. 

The vending machine was a 
fine Idea except nu cutnputiy had 
thought about making a con- 
taln<'r to keep food fresh. Only 
one t.vpe of sandwich packaging 
was on the market and it was 
not airtight. 

"THKN 1 saw a l)ie shaped 
plastic container In the dime 
'Store and asked a saleemsu if 
his company could make a simi- 
lar sandwich package." Merna 
Ziegler, Union food service di- 
rector, said. 

The proeesu of developing 
such an item was difficult, Mrs. 
Ziegler said. 

THK MATKJtl.ll- had to he 
ai> proved by the Pure Food and 
Drug Administration. Then a 
desitiii had to be developed. 
Finally a company had to be 
found with equipment to handle 
such a process. The boxes had 
to be clear, airtight and sanitary. 
First the Union ^led boxes 



that slipped together. The box- 
es large enough to encase sand- 
wiches buckled. The next step 
was boxes with edgt>s. The 
Union taped the two partti to- 
gether. 

FIN.AMjY, a machine was de- 
veloped which melted the box 
lips together. A K-State profes- 
sor of bacteriology tested the 

hiixes. 

"Bverything was fine; the 
boxes passed their tests," Mrs. 
Ziegler said, "except they didn't 
fit the vetrding machine." 

These sandwich boxes are the 
ones now used in the Union 
snack line. 

"Actually the boxes are very 
easy to open," Mrs. SSlegler ^aid. 
"Just squeeze the points open." 

.% UlFFKItKXT sandwich 
wrap is being used this week be- 
cause the other machine Is 
temporarily out of suppliee. 
This wrap also is used In the 
vending machines.

Among the many career op- 
portunities for college gradu- 
ate, the field ot corrections is 
probably not the most popular.

Corrections is the treatment 
of lawhreaken in prisons and 
reformatories, detention homes 
and training schools, work 
camps and rehabilitation cen- 
ters, probation and parole serv- 
ices and newer innovations such 
as work-release programs and 
halfway houses. 

MORS THAN 100,900 people 
now are working in corrections, 
some of whMe training prepares 
them for other fields. Such pro- 
fessions as sociologists, parole 
officers, psychiatrists, teachers 
and legal aides are brought to- 
gether in correction work. 

Young people Interested in 
corrections are being encouraged 
by the addition ot needed cur- 
ricula to odnoational laatltn- 
tions. 

K-STATK offers many courses 
which provide needed back- 
ground for correction work. 
Criminology, Juvenile Deltn- 

quency and Introduction to So- 
cial Work are just a few of the 
courses In this field. 

Financial assistance for stu- 
dents in corrections is available 
on a limited basis, however the 
future points to substantial in- 
creases in stipends, scholarships 
and fellowships. 

t'NLIKE many other fields 
which depend upon a single pro- 
fessional discipline, corrct t iminl 
work draws from many areas. 
Students have a wide variety of 
educational pursuits from which 
to choose as they prepare for 
careers in corrections. 

As long as the number of 
jiriHoners, probationers and pa- 



rolees keeps going up, rehablll- 
tation Will remain an opportun- 
ity field tor correction workers. 

YOUNG people wondering 
whether to work in corrections 
will be enconraged by significant 
changes in pnbUe atttn^ abont 
lawbreakers. 

A recent national tnrvey by 
a leading polling organisation 
shows that most people today be- 
lieve overwhelmlnglf that pris- 
ons sbonld kelp Imttates to re^ 
enter society.

D, P. He Villiers, replying to 
African and Asian demands that 
Soath Africa's 19 SI mandate 
over the territory be revoked, 
said his country was "fully and 
faithfully complying with the 
sacred trust which she bad un- 
dertaken." 

AS BB BOOAN his address in 

the General Assembly's debate 
on the question, most African 
delegatimu walked ont of the 
chamber. The only ones to re- 
main were Liberia and Ethiopia, 
parties to a case against South 
Africa before the World Conrt» 
and Midawl. 

The eonrt last Jvly found that 
Bthtopta and Liberia did not 
have "any legal right or interest" 
In Sonth-West Africa to chal- 
lenge Sonth AMea's handling of 
the mandate.

During the academic year of 1964-65, 
riots at the University of California at 
Berkeley stirred students and faculty at 

campuses across the nation. 

THK RIOTS have not been forgotten, 
but the results of them receive little pub- 
licity in contrast to the disturbance itself. 

In the spring of 1966 a committee was 
appointed to jtudy the edu- 
cational program at Ber- 
keley, and last spring a 228- 
page report was submitted Editorial 
to the academic senate 
there. 

80MB OF THE recommendations are 
applicable not only to the Berkeley cam- 
pus, but to others as well. 

Several of those which deserve study on 
own own campus are listed below: 

1) A HTUDE^'T in good standing should 
be authorized to take one course each term 
on a pass-not passed basis. 

Units earned in this way shall be counted 
in satisfaction of degree requirements but 
shall be disregarded in determining a stu- 
dent's grade point average. 

2) Departments with low levels of fac- 
ulty participation In their lower-divtslon 
courses should restructure teaching to give 
greater faculty attention to these courses. 

;t) TKArmXJ itromlse should be a ma- 
jor criterion for student appointments that 
involve teaching or tutoring, and teaching 
responsibilities should always be commen- 
surate with a student's state of preparation. 

It follows that sustained classroom 
teaching should generally Ijo reserved to 
the second year of graduate study and later. 

4) AN EXFEIllMENTAli campus- wide 
program of freshman seminars should be 
offered.

As everyone exi)ected, college enrollment is 
showing another increase this fall but even though 
this increase has been substantial, it has failed to 
come up to attendance estimates made before the 
start of the school year. 

A1' LEAHT that has been the case in the state 
colleges and universities controlled by the Kansas 
State iioard of Itegents. The six schools bad pro- 
jected a combined increase of about 
6,300 students. Last week a check 
showed th^ Increase' to be hearer Othttr 
3,500 although it is believed that 
when all late enrollments are on Papers 
the books, the state schools will Sav 
have about 4,.') 00 more students 
than they did last year. 

Why did enrollment fall to reach expectations? 

THAT*N A question school officials find difficult 
to answer because there are some Inponderables 
involved. But there Is plenty of con^cture as to 
underlying causes. 

This includes the belief that Selective Service 
requirements may have had some effect on attend- 
ance. 

Another theory is that the growing junior col- 
lege program has attracted more students. This 
should he borne out one way or another when the 
final junior college enrollment figures are avail- 
able. 

IF THE junior colleges have gained students 
who might otherwise have gone to the state col- 
leges and universities. It will probably be quite 

all right with some college administrators who 
won't mind being relieved of some of the student 
load. 

Another factor may be reflected from high school 
graduation numbers. Last year the state had 34,000 
high school grads, this year 32,000. 

Still ancith( r circumstance which may have 
<»uBed enrollment to be less than expected in state 



schools this fall could he the tight money situation 
and the increasing cost of attending college. 

Inflation works everywhere, and the kind of 
economic unrest that Is reflected by such things as 
the erratic up-and-down stock market can Influ- 
ence the thinking of parents who pay college edu- 
cation costs for their sons and daughters. Too, 
student loan funds are over-subscribed. 

More vocational institutions in the state may 
be attracting college-age students as well as junior 
colleges, and so far as the state colleges and uni- 
versities are concerned, their higher fees for out- ^ 
of-state students are bound to discourage students 
with minimum finances. 

STARTING NEXT fall, the state colleges and 
universities will again raise their enrollment fees 
for out-of-state residents. Such students will pay 
about 1800 a year at the universities and $600 at 
the colleges. The comparable figures for in-state 
students are $332 and $235. Such increases, to- 
gether with the expansion of the University of 
Missouri at Kansas City, could lessen the Missouri 
attendance at Kansas schools. 

Hence, there could be many facto» behind the 
failure of state school enrollment to come up to 
the estimates but the number of students on state 
school campuses continues to rise substantially. 

AN INTERESTING aspect of the state enroll- 
ment situation reflected in the apparent growth 
of the number of women students. At the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, the ratio of students used to be 
more than two men to one women. Now the male- 
female ratio is 1.59 to 1. 

Whatever the ratio of men and women students 
in future years, the stream of college graduates 
will continue to grow and more and more colle- 
gians will be competing for positions of leadership. 
In a world that grows more complex every day. 
the thirst for knowledge grows ever grOater. The 
graduate schools will be busier too, since students 
today seem to be bent on proving that two degrees 
at-e better than one.

With tall and school comes 

hunting season and thiB year 
Kansas hunters should have one 
of the best years in recent times. 

The Kansas Forestry, Fish and 
Game Commis'sion (KFFGC) at 
Pratt has announced record 
lengths for seasons on prairie 
chickens and quail and the 
statt 's (!uf;k and koos*; popula- 
tions should be the best since 
the large populations of the mid- 

«>I T - OF - STATE students 
Hhonid certainly consider Kansas 
hunting while at school. While 
not known for big game, Kansas 
must certainly t)*' considered one 
of the small game bunting hot 
spots of the Midwest. 

While iirobably not on par 
with Nebraska and the Dakotas, 
Kaneas has a fine annum! pheas- 
ant crop. 

Especially this year's crop 
which is reported by KFFGC of- 
ficials to be 25 per cent above 
recent year's, warranting the 
record 58-day season. 

PRAIRIE OHIOKfiK season 
wUl be a record nine days this 



year as opposed to the three-day 
seasons of past years. Prairie 

chickf'R season is open only in 
the eastern sections of Kansas 
with excellent hunting to be 
found within 20 miles of Man- 
hattan. 

Although hunters must watt 
until October to hunt ducks and 
geese and until November to 
hunt pheasants, quail and prair- 
ie chickens there is plenty of 
good hunting to be had right 
now, 

HQl'IKKEL SEASON is pres- 
ently open with good populations 
throughout the eastern portion 
of the state. Hunting will be 
even better after the first freese 
when the trees lose their leayes, 
allowing better hunter Tistblllty. 

The season runs until Dec. 31 
with a bag limit of five and pos- 
session limit of 10. 

Mourning dove season is in 
full swing. Doves are plentiful 
around Manhattan and should 
remain so for at least two more 
weeks. 

Doves are easily located by 
driving about the countryside 
but hnnters must remenbw that 



it Is illegal to shoot from a ve- 
hicle or from any road. 

Best way to hunt doves is to 
take a station near a farm pond 
or feeding area in the evening 
and get set for some fast pass 
shooting. 

Favorite dove feeding areas 
are wheat atubble fields, cutover 
sorghum and mllo tlelda, or 
pastures which have a heavy 
cover of ragweeds, milkweeds or 
other weeds. 

BAG LIMIT on doves is 12 
with possession limit 24 or two 
days' bag limit. 

CXXTTONTAUj season Is open 
with a bumper crop present. 
Hunting, however, isn't especial- 
ly good at present due to heavy 
cover. 

Cottontail season cloaes Oct. 
16. Bag limit Is 10 and pos- 
session limit 20, 

Only a valid Kanaas hnntlng 
license is needed to hunt doves, 
squirrels and rabbits. The li- 
cense can be obtained at most 
sporting goods stores or at the 
oonnty court house. 

Tlie license Is |3 for residents 
and lis for nonresidents.

African Resolution

'UNITED NAXIONS, N.Y.— 
Forty-nine African and Asian 
nations, ignoring a South Afri- 
can warning of serious conse- 
qaencea Tuesday called on the 
General Assembly to take con- 
trol of Sonth-Wett Africa. 

A resolution introduced by 
Ghana for the 49 co-sponsors de- 
clared South Africa had failed 
to fulfill the terms of the man- 
date granted to it for the former 
Germmn colony by the old 
League of Nations in 1921. 

the: resolution would set 
up a U.N. authority, made up of 
members designated by the Gen- 
eral Assembly president, to ad- 
minister the territory "with a 
view to preparing it for inde- 
, .pendence." 

The authority also would be 
asked to recommend by the 
time the General Assembly 
meets again next September a 
date for independenee for the 
ierrttery. : 

House ExaminM 
Telegram Sprees 

WASHINGTON — Forty tele- 
grams from the Kansas City re- 
gional office of economic op- 
portunity saying what a great 
administrator Sargent Shriver 
is, are part of the swirling de- 
bate on the antipoverty bill in 
the House. 

The telegrams, costing about 
12,900, were sent to newspapers 
and radio stations in the Mid- 
west and Mountain states. They 
ran three and one-bat f pages and 
suggested that business leader- 
ship is rallying to the defense of 
ShrlTer. They came after Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell (D-N.Y.) 
bad said Shriver was a good guy 
who meant well but was not 
much of an administrator. 



ADVOCATES of the assembly 
action complain that South 

Africa lias introduced apartheid 
(racial separation) in South- 
west Africa and has done noth- 
ing to promote the ecoiiomii' 
well-being or eventual indepen- 
dence of its inhabitants. 

Ambaraador Achkar Marof of 
Guinea declared in a speech 
supporting the resolution that 
the United Nations should "take 
over the mandate by peaceful 
means if possible, by force if 
necessary." 

LIUEKl.A and Ethiopia had 
complained to the World court 
about South Africa's administra- 
tion of the territory, but the 
case was dismissed last July by 
a narrow margin on the ground 
they did not have a sufficient 
legal interest in the matter.

Erkard, Johnson Talk Costs 



WASHUfOTON — Chaneetlor 
Liidwis Brhard told President 

Johnson Tuesday that West 
Qeraiany in the future would 
not be able fully to offset the 
costo of stationing of United 
States forces in Germany by the 
purchasing of military equip- 
ment in this country. 

In a communique Issued after 
.two days of discussions between 
the two leaders, it was also 
agreed that a "searching reap- 
pralsar* would be made of the 
forces required to maintain ade- 
quate deterrence and defense In 
Western Europe. 

THK TKOOP and the so-called 
"offset" issues have presented 
formidable problems tu the two 
leaders in the talks here. 

Because of its rritiont l>a Inner 
of payments problems. tlu' 
TiiUi'd Stales has been insistent 
that the Germans keep their 
part of the offset atrreement. 
which esKcniially is that tier- 
many committed itself to buy 
American military hardware in 
the value of 11,350.000,000 in 
two years, ending June 30, 1967. 

The Germans have been run- 
ning behind In their purchases, 
and officials estimate they will 
fall short by .'liMi or 400 million 
dollars by next July 1. 



HOWKVRR, Grhard assured 
the rresideiit that West (;(>r- 
utany would make "every effort" 
to meet the current offaet agree- 
ment insofar as flnanelal ar- 
rangements affecting the balance 
of paymmits are coneemed. 

The Oerniaiis have com ended 
that they have an overabundance 
of military equipment and that 
they must cut down their spend- 
ing to combat inflation and to 
ease their own balance of pay- 
meats deficit. The German posi- 
tion Is that in the future they 
cannot pay more than 60 per 
cent of the present a proem en t. 

THK I NITKI) States has ar- 
gued that the German divisions 
in NATO are undermanned and 
that there is need for their equip- 
ment to be modernised. 

The communique said that the 
force level and offset issues 



would be two of the problems tu 
be reviewed in conversations by 
the United States, Germany, and 
Britain. The United Kingdom 
has similar financial problems 
with its Army of the Rhine in 
Germany and Prime Minister 
Wilson has said that Britain will 
have to cut its forces if the Ger- 
mans do not pay more to offset 
the costs.

Student Senate meeting Tuesdajr nlglit 

was an exercise in futility. 

For three hours senators quibbled over 

details, considored poorly propared reaolu- 
tions and skirted issues. 

They battled for an hour ov(m- minor de- 
tails concerning poster regulations and 
missed the main issue. 

When a Tisitor to Senate 
tried to clarify a point, only 
one senator reoogniied ber Editoriol 
concern. 

The senator who intro- 
duced the proposal had not even discussed 
the regulations with the person who had 
in the past approved posters. 

He had no conception, and neither did 
other senators, of the problems involved. 

A SENATOR tben submitted a proposal 
asking Faculty Council on Student Affairs 
to relinquish authority over Board of Stu- 
dent Organizations (BSO) to Student 
Ooverning Association (SGA). 

Senate did not pass the resolution after 
an adviser pointed out the lack of planning 
it revealed. 

Senate had no plan for incorporating BSO 
into SO A. They bad not decided In what 
branch It would fit, what duties it would 
have or to whom It would be directly re- 
•ponsible. 

or THE W0BB8 of one senatm*, "We 



can decide that after BSO is under our Juris- 
diction." 

After two hours of insignificant discus- 
sion, Jim Geringer, student body president, 
brought to Senate a proposed SGA budget. 

He asked tor their comments before he 
took the proposal to Apporttomnent Board, 
but requested no action. 

« 

HIS ATTEMPT to inform the Senate was 
rejected, as he was accused of "trying to 
run something through on us." 

The meeting showed complete lack of 
thought and planning. Three hours were 
wasted by nearly every sti^ent there. 

Senators are not doing their homework. 

LAST WEEK the Collegian reported 
Senate meeting as "free of discord that 
sometimes has plagued sessions In the 
past.'* 

Tuesday night's active discussion does 
not deserve the term "discord." It deserves 
only ridicule. 

What could be a meaningful and worth- 
while year for the University and student 

government may turn out to be an insig- 
nificant waste of time. 

If futuie meetings resemble Senate's 
session Tuesday night, the governing body 
could well be replaced by one more con- 
cerned with the students it represents. — 
Jean lange 



Plan Outtines End to Apathy 



There may be more to the well known 
apathy of students toward Student Gover- 
ning Association (SGA) than there seems 
at first. Perhaps students suspect the truth 
that the power behind the throne of SGA 
is close to a dictatorship. 
That power resides in the 
office of the President of ft«ad«r 
the Uniyersity who is in • • 
theory answerable to only v«'P*nion 
the Board of Regents and 
the state legislature. Art. I, Sec. 5 and 4, 
clearly states that any of the authority of 
SGA derives from that of the President and 
presumably can be withdrawn without 
notice. 

BECAUSE ITS powers do not derive from 
the consent of the governed, SOA cannot 

be called democratic even though everyone 
knows there are elections. The elections 
are meaningless because they can only se- 
lect representatives whose passed bills can 
be put aside by either the faculty or the 
President without explanation or recourse. 

What can be donef We c»n accept the 
situation as it really is, and at least prove 
that we can get along without SGA as a 
pacifier. There is another adult choice, 
however; we can replace SGA with a real 
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ami democratic government and unified 
university government. 

WHAT COrLD a University Government 
be like? Well, its power and authority with 
regard to the internal affairs of the Uni- 
versity would be complete. It would ideally 
he modelled specifically on the present gov- 
ernment and constitution of the United 
States. It would be a unified and cooper- 
ative effort on the part of administration 
as the executive branch, the student house 
of representatives and the faculty senate. 

The University Tribunal would consist 
of equal numbers of members chosen by 
each of the branches. All bills would have 
to pass both houses of c^ongress before being 
submitted to the administrative council for 
approval and enforcement. That is a bare 
outline. 

In the middle ages universities began as 
aMociations of students who pooled their 
resources and hired teachers. They also 
fired tbemi. Students still contribute to the 
salaries of their teachers, but it would seem 
that they are also (contrary to their wish- 
es?) paying the administration and faculty 

to govern them as well. Now is the time . . . 
or as good a time as any . . . 

HOW CAH* we help this happen? Since 
University Government would by its nature 
have to derive its authority from some deep- 
er source than its own chief executive; the 
constitution proposed it would have to be 
enacted by the state legislature or at least 
the Board of Regents. 

This means that those who endorse this 
idea must make their opinion and their 
numbers known. This kind of University 
Government will never happen unless 
thousands of opinions are expressed. Surely 
you can write a postcard to this newspaper, 
to President McCain, to the Regents and to 
the state legislature . . . Who oarei . . . t

Borota haM been looking for 
the action all of his life. 

In high school his football 
team won the city champion- 
ship two years In a row. He also 
lettered in baHkctbatl and track. 

AiiTKii HKEINU films of 
Borota's high scbool games, K- 
State sft out to recruit him. Al- 
though he had offers from sev- 
eral other schools be decided to 
enroll at KSU because he wanted 
to play Big Eight football. 

Borota's drive and determin- 
actlon hold true not only for his 
activities on the gridiron but 
for everything he does. 

He is carrying a 2.9 QPA in 
electrical engineering. He alKi 
shows his ambition in his oft 
season workout schedule.

Borota lighted Cornelius 
Davis as one of the bMt be 
has seen. "He's one of tbe 
best in the Big Bigkt for a iopbo- 
more," he said. 

"On defense, we have gooid 
players in Rich Wilkinson. Dave 
Langtord and Danny Lankas. 
They're all good defensive play- 
ers." 
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Depth is a big problem, he 
said. "When we go up against 
a team like iSebraska we have to 
play with 24 or 25 men, whereas
